She 
thinks that it is to take her to her modeling ap- 
pointment but before she knows what is happen- 
ing. is chloroformed and awakes in a largo, tightly- 
closed room from which there is no escape. 

It is a strange room, filled with colors, its walls, 
floor, ceiling, covered with reproductions of every 
conceivable part of the human anatomy — forests 
of arms and legs, plains of breasts and thighs. 
And among it all appears the lord of this weird 
domain — the blind man. 

She tries to escape but a thicket of hands pre- 
vents her. She faints with horror only to awaken 
to more terror. She has been trapped by the 
blind beast and will spend the remainder of her 
life with him. There is no escape and she sinks 
uncomprehendingly into a world of unending 
sadism and masochism.

He has the 
pregnant girl opened up by the doctor (Teruo 
Yoshida) who then spirits the child away from its 
insane father.
